No. 26403 /TC2/ 75-1 /PW . Dated, Trivandrum , 20th December 1975. 

S. R. O. No. 1224 /75.- In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 22 of the Kerala Motor Vehicles Taxation Ordinance, 1975 
(Ordinance No. 7 of 1975) and in supersession of the Notification 
No. 22835/ TA1/66-2 / PW . dated the 23rd December, 1966 , the Govern 
ment of Kerala being of opinion that it is necessary in the public 
interest so to do , hereby reduce, with effect from the 1st July , 1975 , 
the tax leviable under the Kerala Motor Vehicles Taxation Act, 
1963 and under the said Ordinance, in respect of public carrier 
goods vehicles which are registered and normally kept in any one 
of the States of Tamilnadu , Karnataka, Andhra Pradesh and 
Maharashtra or of the Union Territories of Goa and Pondicherry 
and are authorised to ply in the State of Kerala, in pursuance of 
the Reciprocal Agreement entered into between the States of Kerala 
and the aforesaid States and Union Territories, published by 
G. O. MS. No. 129/75 /PW . dated the 1st July 1975 in the Kerala 
Gazette Extraordinary No. 331 dated the 1st July, 1975, to Rs 700 
(Rupees Seven Hundred) only , per financial year or part thercof 
per vehicle, irrespective of the laden weight of such vehicle :

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Provided that: - 

1. the authorisations issued pursuant to the reciprocal agree 
ment are in force for the time being, for plying the vehicles on the 
routes or areas in Kerala State ; 

2. the tax leviable in respect of such public carrier goods 
vehicles under any law for the time being in force, has been paid 
in full in the Home State for the relevant period; 

3. the tax aforesaid for every financial year shall be paid 
in advance before the 15th March of the previous year or in two 
equal instalments, the first instalment being paid before the 15th 
March of the previous year and the second instalment before the 
15th September of the current year and where such authorisations 
are issued during the course of the financial year, the tax shall be 
paid before the actual issue of such authorisations; 

4. exemption from payment of tax payable or refund of tax 
paid under this Notification , shall not be allowed, if the period of 
non-use of the vehicle in Kerala State is less than one financial 
year; and 

5. prior intimation of non -use of the vehicle shall be given 
both to the Secretaries of the State Transport Authorities of the 
Home State and this State so as to reach them not later than 15 
days from the commencement of the financial year to which the 
application for the exemption or refund relates. 

This notification shall be deemed to have come into force on 
and from the 1st July , 1975 .

By G. O. MS. 129 /75 / PW . dated 1-7-1975 , published in the 
Kerala Gazette Extraordinary No 331 dated 1-7-1975, the Govern 
ment of Kerala have published the agreement entered into with 
the States 

of Karnataka, Tamilnadu, Andhra Pradesh 
Maharashtra and the Union Territories of Goa and Pondicherry . 
This agreement has

supersession of the earlier agreement dated 4-3-1972. Notification 
No 22835 /TA1/66-2 /PW . dated 23-12-1966 was issued by the Govern 
ment of Kerala pursuant to the agreement entered into belween 
the States of Kerala; Karnataka, Tamilnadu , Andhra Pradesh and 
Maharashtra for a period of five years from 1-1-1967, which was 
extended for a further period of 5 years from 1-1-1972. It was 
decided that the above South -Zone Scheme shall be extended by 
including the Union Territories of Goa and Pondicherry also. The 
Reciprocal Agreement including the Union Territories of Goa and 
Pondicherry also , has been given effect to from 1-7-1975 . Under 
the earlier agreement, the tax payable to Kerala State was fixed 
at Rs. 500 for each financial year or part thereof, irrespective of 
the laden weight of the public carrier.vehicle for which authori 
sation was issued by the other signatory States. As per the revised 
agreement brought into force from 1-7-1975, the tax payable for 
every vehicle of 

Andhra Pradesh , Karnataka; Tamilnadu and 
Maharashtra has been increased to Rs 700. The tax payable to 
the State for the vehicles of Goa and Pondicherry authorised to 
ply in Kerala State as per the agreement is also Rs 700 per vehicle. 
In view of the above changes, it is deemed necessary to issue a 
Notification superseding the earlier notification dated 23-12-1966. 
This notification is issued to achieve the above object.

By G. O. MS. 129 /75 / PW . dated 1-7-1975 published in the Kerala 
Gazette Extraordinary No. 331 dated 1-7-1975 , the Government of 
Kerala has published the agreement entered into with the States of 
Karnataka , Tamil Nadu , Andhra Pradesh and Maharashtra and the 
Union Territories of Goa and Pondicherry. This agreement has 
come into force from 1-7-1975, in supersession of the earlier agree 
ment dated 4-3-1972 . Notification No. 22835 / TA1/66-3 /PW . dated 
23-12-1966 was issued by the Government of Kerala , pursuant to the 
Agreement entered into between the States of Kerala , Karnataka, 
Tamil Nadu , Andhra Pradesh and Maharashtra for a period of five 
years from 1-1-1967, which was extended for a further period of 5 
years from 1-1-1972 . It was decided that the above South -Zone 
Scheme shall be extended by including the Union Territories of Goa 
and Pondicherry also . The Reciprocal Agreement including the 
Union Territories of Goa and Pondicherry also has been given effect 
to from 1-7-1975 . . Under the earlier agreement, the Government of 
Kerala had exempted from payment of fox leviable under the Kerala 
Motor Vehicles (Taxation of passengers and goods) Act, 1963 (Act 
25/63 ) all goods carried in public carrier goods vehicles issued with 
permits in the States of Karnataka , Tamil Nadu , Andhra Pradesh 
and Maharashtra and the permits of which authorise them to ply in 
Kerala State in pursuance of the Special Reciprocal Agreement 
entered into between the five States. As per the revised agreement 
effective from 1-7-1975, the Union Territories of Goa and Pondicherry 
have also been included and as such , the vehicles of those Territories 
also have to be granted similar exemption . It is , therefore, necessary 
to issue a notification superseding the earlier notifications dated 
23-12-1966. This notification is issued to achieve the abovel object.

129 /75 /PW . dated 1-7-1975 published in the 
Kerala Gazette Extraordinary No. 331 dated 1-7-1975 , the Govern 
ment of Kerala has published the agreement entered into with 
the States of Karnataka Tamil Nadu, Andhra Predesh and Maha 
rashtra and the Union Territories of Goa and Pondicherry . This 
agreement has come into force from 1-7-1975 , in supersession of 
the earlier agreement dated 4-3-1972. Notification No. 22835 , TA1/ 
66-4/PW dated 23-12-1966 , was Issued by the Government of 
Kerala pursuant to the agreement entered into between the States 
of Kerala , Karnataka , Tamilnadu , Andhra Pradesh and Maharashtra 
for a period of five years from 1-1-1967 , which was extended for 
a further period of five years from 1-1-1972 . It was decided that the 
above South - Zone Scheme shall be extended by including the Union 
Territories of Goa and Pondicherry also . The Reciprocal Agreement 
including the Union Territories of Goa and Pondicherry also has 
been given effect to, from 1-7-1975 . Under the earlier agreement, 
the Government of Kerala had appointed the State Transport

It 
is , therefore , necessary to issue a Notification superseding the 
earlier notification dated 23-12-1966 . This notification is issued to :
